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Current events by which the ordinary activities of the 
nation have been interrupted or brought to a standstill, are 
too painfully evident to need enunerating, but-.one result of 
the action of the T.U.C. in ordering a zeneral strike, not 
only of miners and all transport workers, builders and others, 
but of the Press of the country, is that the daily and weekly 
newspapers cannot be published in the ordinary form for the 
time being. Ye do not suppose that those who have ordered 
these measures can have realised the consequences of their 
action, and it is difficult to imagine what they hope to gain. 
There may be grievances but in the attempt to remove them vy 
mconstitutional means, suffering is inflicted on the whole 
nation as well as incalculable loss. 


The position is altogether grotesque, especially when it 
is realised that those who have ordered the strike represent, 
even on the absurd system of a card vote, only some 34 millions 
of the people, and yet this small minority attempt to exert a 
Strangle hold over 40 millions! Facts speak for themselves 
and we have no doubt that in the long run the general public 
will know how to interpret them. In the meantime, it behoves 
all of us to do our best to "carry on" for King and Count ry, 
and to resist to the uttermost such interferences with tne 
liberty of the people and the press.
